Speaking to his motion, Mr. Kay said a striking feature of 
the immigration report before tjii House was that it was 
unanimous. f ~- 

Mr. Kay advocated greater co-operation between the Fed¬ 
eral and Provincial Governments in immigration activities.

June 7—Balked by a 
rough surf and duak. tha monoplane 
Southern Croas was presented from 
hopping off to-day from this island 
for Brisbane. Australia, oh the last 
sea leg of Its transpacific flight: 

The monoplane rested to-night 
above the high water mark on Naselal 
Beach, sixteen miles from Suva. Its 
pilots. Captain * Charles Klngsford • 
8mith and Charles UilXL—Australians, 
returned to 8uva with the announce, 
ment that they contemplated taking 
off about 3 pm. to-morrow. Friday 
78 pro. -TWBHigy VrttoWatime)': 

The plane was to have started at 3 
pm. to-day (7 pm Wednesday. Vic¬ 
toria time) but when the steamer 
pioneer, loaned by the Government of 
FIJI, arrived at the beach with 800 
gallons of gasoline In drums the work 
of transferring the fuel to chore was 
delayed by the heavy surf Darkness 
had set in by the time the fuel nad 
been landed and the plane's tanks 
filled. 

This Is the first time the Southern 
Cross has been unable to move on 
the approximate scheduled hour set 
for It since it started from Oakland.
